1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations, the first casing member holds the second end portion of the 
second rotating member; and the second casing member holds both end portions of the first 
rotating member; the antenna is provided along in an axis direction of the first rotating member; 
an end portion of the antenna which is arranged at one end side of the first rotating member is 
connected to a power feeding portion provided on the second printed circuit board; wherein the 
second printed circuit board is electrically coupled with the first printed circuit board which is 
separated with a predetermined interval from the second printed circuit board; and 
wherein the second printed circuit board is separated from the first rotating member and the 
second printed circuit board is isolated in direct current at an area near to the both end portion of 
the first rotating member.
